American Pearls. 

Pearl mussels are often found in the 
apper Mississipya and in rivers flowing 
to the lakes, but whenever a pearl is 
discovered in’ any locality all the 
mussels in the stream are immediately 
destroyed by persons in scarch of 
others. If the search were systematic- 
ally conducted, as is done in some parts 
of Germany, pearl fishery might be- 
come an important industry in this 
country. In Germany the streams are 
earefully preserved and are fished for 
pearls only once in ten or fifteen years. 
The sheils of mussels picked out of the 
river are carefully opened with a pair 
of pinchers made for the purpose, and 
if no pearl is found then the mussels are 
replaced in the water. By means of 
such a system as this the annual find of 
pearls in the German empire exceeds 
$250,000 every year.

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PLANTING FISHES. 


Uncle Sam Provides for the Spc=* 
of tha Angler. 


Row the Finny Tribe Is Propagated and 
Distributed—Millions of Little Fishee 
Annually Liberated in 
Our \vaters. 

Two andahalf millions of yearling 
fishes were planted last year, says the 
Washington Star, in the waters of the 
United States by the fish commission. 
This siatement is more reinarkable than 
itimay seem. Up ty 1855, all the fishes 
artificially hatched] by the government 
were turned into the rivers and lakes to 
| Shift for themselves, as soon as they 
were out of the eggs. Consequently 


; nearly all of them were devoured, and 


- ee 


out of every thousand young fry but 
few were expected to survive aad reach 
j}maturity. Five years ago 1 first experi- 

ment was caade with the planting ef 
| 15,000 “tingerlings,” that is, #.1¢5 Which 
had attained a season's growtn. 

Before long all the fishes artificially 
| propagated for planting in this country 

will be allowed to get a year’s growth 
| before they are let loose. It has been 
| found that one acre of water will accom- 
modate 599,000 fry from the time they 
are hatchelto the condition of finver- 


| 
cent. of the baby fishes survive the sea- 
| son, at the endof which they are able to 
take care of themselves and have passed 
thedanger point. Inother words, when 
permitted to eseape and look out for 
themselves in the streams or elsewhere, 
they mostly escape destruction and 
reach mature fishbood. 


sively pursued in the propagation of 
shad for stocking the rivers. © Con- 
veniently near to each stream will be 
established suitable ponds. The fish 
comnissien will simply hatch out the 
fry and send them immediately to these 
preserves, where they will be permitted 
to grow toa finger’s length before they 
poe let po. Fishes only grow during 
the warm season, svat the end cf four 
months, when hatched in spring. they 
are yearlings in size. A pond 100 acres 
in extent will accommodate 50,000,000 of 
shad fry. and at the end of 120 days com- 
munication with the river can be opened 
and 25,000,000 litle fishes sill swim 
merrily away, to return in future years 
ofa remorkable sive, 

Unlimited quantitics of shad eggs are 
always obtainable in the season, and as 
many inillivus of themean be hatched 
in glass jarsas are desired. Thus the 
result to be secured by artificial culture 
in any river is only limited by the pond 
area used. A majority of the finger- 
lings let gro will certainly live to grow 
up and swell the schools which annual- 
ly visit the streams for spawning. Ex- 
actly the same proposition applies to 
other kinds of fishes. The fish coniuai- 
sion is at present rearing trout and sal 
mon on a like principle and with simi- 
lar results. A large pond is now being 
prepared at Gloucester, Mass., for stock- 
ing with newly hatched codfish which 
will be put into the scaas yearlings.
